diness, headache, blurred sight and oc- 
casionally double vision. . 


For strawberries contain far more 


acid than most ot the other fruits in 
season at the same time, and this 
juice acts very quickly on the nervous 
system, especially in the case of stout 
'and full-blooded people. 
Excessive 


rhubarb eating can also produce symp- 
toms of intoxication, owing to the 
excess of oxalic acid which lurks in 
this fruit. 


But this !s only one of the many 


ways in which symptoms of drunken- 
ness can be developed, apart from ex- 
cess of alcohol. It is quite possible 
to become temporarily intoxicated by- 
excess of emotion, whether it be sor- 
row, joy or music.
